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1 Section. L BeItÈnacted By The County Council of Harford County, Maryland :that Article XI,

2 Historic Preservation Commission, ofPart 2, Historic District, ofChapter 267, Zoning, ofthe Harford

3 County Code, as amended; be, and it is hereby, repealed; and that new Article XXVIIE, Historic

4 Preservation Commission, be, and 'it is hereby, added to Part 3; Authoritative Boards and

5 Commissions, of Chapter 9, Boards, Commissions, Councils and Agencies, of the Harford County

6 Code, as amended, all to read as follows:

9 ARTICLE XXVIIE. HISTORIC PRESERVATION COMMISSION

10 § 9-176.17. CREATION; MEMBERSHIP.

11 THERE IS HEREBY CREATED THE HISTORIC PRESERVATION COMMISSION FOR

12 HARFORD COUNTY. THE COMMISSION SHALL CONSIST OF 11 CITIZENS INTERESTED

13 AND ACTIVE IN HISTORIC PRESERVATION. MEMBERS OF THE COMMISSION SHALL BE

14 APPOINTED BY THE COUNTY EXECUTIVE AND CONFIRMED IN ACCORDANCE WITH

15 THE CHARTER OF HARFORD COUNTY.

16 § 9-176.18. TERMS OF OFFICE.

17 A. THE-TERMS OF ALL THE MEMBERS SHALL BE COTERMINOUS WITH THE

18 TERM OF THE COUNTY EXECUTIVE.

19 B. ALL VACANCIES ON THE COMMISSION SHALL BE FILLED BY

20 APPOINTMENT BY THE COUNTY EXECUTIVE AND CONFIRMED BY THE COUNTY

21 COUNCIL FOR THE UNEXPIRED TERM OF THE ORIGINAL APPOINTEE.

22 C. ANY MEMBER MISSING 3 CONSECUTIVE MEETINGS SHALL BE DEEMED TO

23 HAVE TERMINATED HIS OR HER MEMBERSHIP ON THE COMMISSION UNLESS THE

24 COMMISSION SHALL BY MAJORITY VOTE. EXCUSE ONE OR MORE OF THE
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1 ABSENCES.

2 § 9-176.19. SALARIES AND COMPENSATION.

3 THE MEMBERS OF THE COMMISSION SHALL SERVE WITHOUT COMPENSATION

4 BUT SHALL BE'REIMBURSED FOR NECESSARY EXPENSES INCURRED IN THE

5 PERFORMANCE OF THEIR DUTIES.

6 § 9-176.20. OFFICERS.

7 THE CHAIR OF THE COMMISSION SHALL BE APPOINTED BY THE COUNTY

8 EXECUTIVE. A CO-CHAIR AND SECRETARY SHALL BE SELECTED BY THE

9 COMMISSION.

10 § 9-176.21. MEETINGS; QUORUM.

11 THE COMMISSION SHALL MEET AT LEAST 4 TIMES PER YEAR AND SHALL HOLD

12 SPECIAL MEETINGS AT THE CALL OF THE CHAIR OR OF ANY 6 MEMBERS OF THE

13 COMMISSION. THE COMMISSION SHALL KEEP OFFiCIAL RECORDS OF ITS

14 RESOLUTIONS, PROCEEDINGS AND ACTIONS. SLY MEMBERS SHALL CONSTITUTE A

15 QUORUM.

16 § 9-176.22. PURPOSE.

17 THE PURPOSE OF THE COMMISSION SHALL BE TO ADVISE THE COUNTY

18 EXECUTIVE ON: THE PROTECTION, ENHANCEMENT AND PERPETUATION OF

19 STRUCTURES AND SITES THAT REPRESENT OR REFLECT ELEMENTS OF THE COUNTY' S

20 CULTURAL, SOCIAL, ECONOMIC, POLITICAL AND ARCHITECTURAL HISTORY TO

21 ENSURE THAT HISTORICAL AND ARCHITECTURAL QUALITIES OF COUNTY HISTORIC

22 LANDMARKS ARE PRESERVED AND TO FOSTER CIVIC PRIDE IN THE BEAUTY AND

23 NOBLE ACCOMPLISHMENTS OFTHE COUNTY'S HISTORIC AND CULTURAL HERITAGE.

24 § 9-176.23. POWERS AND DUTIES.
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1 THE HISTORIC PRESERVATION COMMISSION SHALL HAVE THE FOLLOWING

3 A. IDENTIFY HISTORICALLY AND ARCHITECTURALLY SIGNIFICANT

4 PROPERTIES, STRUCTURES AND AREAS THAT EXEMPLIFY THE CULTURAL, SOCIAL,

14 ZONING ON THE WIDTH OF THE BUFFER TO BE PROVIDED FOR PROPOSED USES

15 ADJACENT TO DESIGNATED COUNTY HISTORIC LANDMARKS.

16 E. KEEP A REGISTER OF ALL PROPERTIES AND STRUCTURES THAT HAVE

17 BEEN DESIGNATED AS COUNTY HISTORIC LANDMARKS OR HISTORIC DISTRICTS

18 LISTED ON THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF HISTORIC PLACES, INCLUDING ALL

19 INFORMATION REQUIRED FOR EACH DESIGNATION.

20 E MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR STRATEGIES OR TOOLS TO EDUCATE

21 CITIZENS ABOUT COUNTY HISTORIC LANDMARKS AND HISTORIC DISTRICTS LISTED

23 G. ADVISE AND ASSIST OWNERS OF COUNTY HISTORIC LANDMARKS AND

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1 NATIONAL REGISTER OF HISTORJC PLACES ON THE PHYSICAL AND FINANCIAL

22 OF ALL ACTIVITIES OF THE COMMISSION FOR THE PRECEDING YEAR AND SHALL

23 CONTAIN RECOMMENDATIONS AND EVALUATIONS OF ACTIVITIES TAKING PLACE IN

24 THE COUNTY ON SUBJECTS WHICH FALL WITHIN THE GENERAL FUNCTIONS OF THE
